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It is to be obferyed, that the Emoluments of the laid Offices that are thus di- 
minifhed are not Emoluments on the Civil Lift. 



1. I am of opinion that a Perfon not in poffeffion of Office, on the ift of Auguft. 
1800, when the Aft within mentioned received the Royal Affent, but who accepted 
an Office fubfequent thereto and previous to the ift of January 1801, and who 
continued in poffeffion thereof at the time of the Union, is not entitled to Com- 
penfation under the Aft. 

I have the higheft deference for the Authority of the Gentlemen who have given 
a contrary Opinion on this Subjeft ; and I have no difficulty in faying, that if the. 
Office is become (as I prefume it has) in confequence of the Union, inadequate in 
point of Value to the Labours and Dignity of the Situation, there exifts a ftrong 
Claim upon the Wifdom and Juftice of Government, to make fuch a permanent ad- 
dition to the Emoluments of it, as may remove all reafonable Complaint upon this 
Subjeft. But upon the Letter and fair Conftruftion of the Aft, I cannot help con- 
fidering.the Provifion made by it, as intended only for thofe who were then in a 
Condition to fuftain Lofs by the carrying into effeft the then contemplated mealure 
of the Union, either as being the then aftual Occupants of Office, or as having 
a veiled In'tereft in a reverfionary Grant thereof, and that Perfons accepting Office 
after that period, with full parliamentary Notice that its Tenure was thus immediately 
to determine, cannot be confidered as fuffering Lofs by the diminution of the 
Emoluments of Office in confequence of the Union, within the fair fenfe and 
meaning of the Words. 

The underftandingof the Parties, as collefted from any other fource of Con- 
ftruftion, by official Communication or otherwife, either at the time when the Aft 
paffed or when the particular Office was accepted, cannot govern or even be ad- 
mitted to affift the legal lnterpretaion of the Aft. 

1. As to the Office furrendered before the ift of January 1861, there can be no 
colour of Claim, and as to the latter accepted on the 22d of December, I have 
already intimated my Opinion in my Anfwer to the foregoing Query. 

3. I think there is no fubftantial difference in the Right of Claim, or in the Powers 
of the Lord Lieutenant, or of the Commiffioners on this Subjeft, in refpeft of the 
different wording of thefe Claufes, the only material Difference is in the Funds from 
which, in thefe different Circumftances, the Compenfation is to be derived.

to be ordered to the Perfon poffesffed thereof at. the time of the Union, fo that Per- 
fons appointed to G. m the interval of five months between the palling of the 
Ad and the Union taking place, fnould not. be entitled under the Ad to a Grant for 
Life of the Emoluments fo .dim ini-iked -in value. 

The Commiffioners cop.ceive that, upon their Reports being made, the Ad is man- 
datory upon the Lord lieutenant, fo that- the Report of the Commiffioners becomes 
virtually .a Grant. 

1. Your Opinion therefore is defired, Whether a Perfon not in pofleffion of Office on 
the lit of Auguft i8co,kut-who accepts an Office fubfequent thereto and previous to. 
the 1 ft. of January i8ot, and continues to be in pofleffion thereof at the time of the 
Union (that is to fay, on the ift of January 1801) be entitled to Compenfation for 
the Lofs of Emolument, fuffered by the faid Office being diminifhed in value by rea- 
fon of the Union.; and confequently, whether the Commiffioners will be juftified in 
-making a Report of the Diminution of Emolument in fuch cafe. 

C. D. was pofie-fled of an Office on and previous to the ift day of Auguft 180©;

fuffered on that Office to which he was appointed on the 2ad of December, and which 
he ftill continues to hold. 

2. Your Opinion is defired. Whether C. D. who was poffeffed of an Office on the ift 
-day of Auguft 1800, and who .furrendered that Office and accepted another Office 
between the ift day of Auguft and the ift day of January 180.1 (namely, on the a2d 
day of December 1800), fhall be entitled to lay claim for certain Lofles that fince the 
Union, and in confequence thereof, have been fuftained by either and which of thefe 
^Offices. 

Your Opinion is alfo defired upon the'Conftruftion of the faid 9th and 10th Claufes, 
Whether there be any and what Difference in the right of Claim, or in the Powers of 
•the Lord Lieutenant, or of the .Commiffioners refpefting Offices upon the Civil Lift, 
,or thofe which are to be compenfated out of the Confolidated Fund. 

It is to be obferved, that the Emoluments of the faid Offices that are thus dimi- 
•nifhed, are not Emoluments on the Civil Lift. 



I am of Opinion, -that.yf. B. who was not in.poffeffion of this Office on ift Auguft 
1800, when the Aft of Union paffed, but accepted it on the 22d of December, nine 
-days before the Union was aftually to take place, is not entitled, within the true mean- 
ing of the Aft referred to, to any Compenfation for the. Lofs of Emolument fuffered 
by the Office in confequence of the Union. 

The 9th Seftion of the Aft contemplates the Cafes of Perfons entitled at the 
:iime ofihe Aft pafling, to. the prefcnt. Pofleffion, -.or to the Reverfion of Offices to be 

difcontinued 
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-difcontinued or diminifhed in value by the Union ; and by the ioth Seftion, if any 
•Emolument arifing from any Office fhall be diminifhed by the Union, which was 
not paid out of the Civil Lift, the Lord Lieutenant, 8cc. is empowered to grant 
an Allowance by Salary, during Lire, equal to the Lofs which fhall be afcertained by 
the Commiffioners to be fuftained in confequence thereof, by the Perfon poffefied 
of the laid Offices or Emoluments at the time of the Union. Thefe words clearly 
take in the Cafe of the Perfon who was paffeffed at the time of the Aft paffing., 
and continued in poffcffion to the time of the Union, and alfo the Cafe of the Per- 
fon entitled at the paffing of the Aft to the Reverfion of fuch Office, which Reverfion 
fhculd come into poffeffion before the Union fhould take place, becaufe each of 
thefe Perfons would be Perfons who would fuftain Lofs in confequence of the 
•Union.; Lofs of Emolument, the title to which was in virtue of their Offices veiled 
in them at the time the Aft paffcd, and which, but for the Aft, would have con- 
tinued to.t-hem. But it feems to me, that the Perfon who came into the Office after 
it was known that at the Union the Emolument was to be difcontinued, cannot be 
confidered as having had veiled in him any Intereft in thofe Emoluments which 
were thus to be diminifhed, fo as to have the diminution of them predicated as Lofs 
to him. Suppofe the Appointment, under fimilar circumflances, had been to an 
Office which, inftead of being to be diminifhed in value, was to be abfolutely abolifh- 
ed at the Union, could it be faid that he, the Perfon ib appointed, loft any thing by 
the Union, and knowing when he took the Office that it would expire in a fortnight, 
what intereft could he have in it, or what Title to any thing in confequence of it 
beyond that fortnight that he..could lofe, when at the expiration of the fortnight he 
. knew his Office itfelf was to ceafe ? And I can fee no reafon.to diftinguifh the con- 
, flruftion of the Aft, when applied to an Office the Emoluments of which were to be 
. diminifhed, from that which it mufl bear when applied to one which was wholly to 
be difcontinued. 

C. D. feems to me to 'be entitled to no Compenfation for either Office ; in order 
to be entitled to Compenfation, in my Conftruftion of the Aft, the Intereft in the 
, Office mu ft.- have exifted at the time of the Aft paffing, and mull have continued till 
the Union took place. 

I wilh, however, to be underftood, as merely giving a dry Opinion upon the Con- 
; flruftion of the Aft of Parliament ; for if the Emoluments of an Office, either of 
confiderable Trouble or .Dignity, are fo put down and diminifhed by the Union as 
not to leave enough to remunerate the one or to lupport the other, it will un- 
queftionably be proper for Government to make a permanent addition to its Salary, 
which may reftore the Receipts of the Office to the amount which either its Dignity 
. or its Trouble may require ; but it is obvious Compenfation would not do this, be- 
. caufe Compenfation would only improve the condition of the prefent PofTefTor, and 
the Office itfelf, in the hands of his Succeflor, would in no degree be benefited by 
it. As to the 3d Queftion it is to be obferved, that by the 9th Seftion upon the 
. Commiffioners Report, the Government are imperatively commanded to order Com- 
penfation, “ lh all order Compenfation;” and the alteration of the Phrafes which 
follow, ufing “required” in one inftance and “ empowered” in the other, feems to 
me to be accounted for by the different Funds out of which the Compenfation is 
direfted to be paid, and that in. both Cafes it is intended that the Commiffioners 
Report fhould be obligatory.
